
2007-2008 State Appropriations for IOAPA

Goals

The $400,000 State Appropriation funds awarded to the Connie Belin & Jacqueline N. Blank 

International Center for Gifted Education and Talent Development will be used for purposes of 

increasing student participation in the Advanced Placement program in Iowa high schools. The 

Belin-Blank Center’s Iowa Online Advanced Placement Academy will serve as the vehicle for 

increasing awareness regarding Advanced Placement (AP). The 2007-08 funds will be used to 

support specifically designed activities and resources that will accomplish eight overarching goals:

1. Inform all schools in Iowa regarding AP and its benefits for students and teachers.

2. Assist schools in assessing what they need to do in order to initiate or expand AP within their 

school.

3. Help schools develop plans that indicate how AP aligns with state and federal initiatives.

4. Provide opportunities for students to take AP courses and exams in school or via IOAPA.

5. Provide opportunities for teachers to be trained to effectively deliver AP courses and exam 

preparation.

6. Provide a one-day conference on AP for education leaders in Iowa. 

7. Develop print and electronic AP materials that will serve as resources to Iowa schools.

8. Strengthen the infrastructure of IOAPA so that AP consultation and opportunities will 

continue well into the future.
